The longest cable line in the world 
that between the station at Bamfielil 
creek, on the Vancouver Island coast, 
and Fanning Island, near the Equator, 
3,510 miles a>vny, was completed ye* 
torday morning, when the cable steamer 
Angiin, which reached Fanning island 
on Friday evening connected with the 
station ashore tho cable dropped a mile 
off shore by the big steamer Colonia. 

Yesterday the following message re- 
ceived by the Colonist from Mr. J. "Wil- 
son, superintendent of 0. P. It. Tele- 
graphs: 

Vancouver. B. C Oct. IS.— Messrs. 
Lucas and Peake, of the Pacific cable 
request me to thank the Colonist for 
their kind congratulations, which aro 
much appreciated. The Fanniug-British 
Columbia section was completed this 
morning, the Anglia having renched 
Fanning island on Friday evening. 

This message was one iu reply to con- 
gratulations sent by the Colonist to Mr. 
Lucus,- engineer in charge at Fanning 
island, It read: 

Lucas, Engineer :n Charge Canadian- 
1 acific Cable, Fanning Island: 
Hearty congratulations on the success- 
ful completion oS another link in your 
great work 

THE COLONIST. 

'The Colonia, after dropping the end of 
the cable and buoying it proceeded to 
.Honolulu, waere the steamer Anglia 
hud arrived and was awaiting Jier. The 
crews of the steamers were then trans- 
ferred, ilio cable engineers uud staff Who 
left here on the Colonia going to the 
Anglia. and the Anglia then proceeded 
to. Funning island, where she dropped 
her anchor on Friday and picked up aud 
spliced the cable, and carried tho ead 
station nsaoro tho same evening. Tlie 
stution is now in communication M'ith 
that of Bamtield creek, to -which shore 
connection was long since made, and 
Fanning island is therefore in communi- 
cation with the outside world. 

It Is expected that the cable will be 
completed from Fanning islaud to Suva, 
a distance of 2,100 miles, within the 
next 15 days, and probably beforo the 
end of tho month. This is tho last 
stretch of the "All lied" cable, and when 
that line is laid, Australia and New 
Zealand will bo in communication with 
Canada via the greatest deep sea cable 
tlie world has ever known.

'NEAIMNG' PEACE. 

Looking Forward to Mine Workers' Con- 
vention Tomorrow. 

Wilkesbarre, Oct. 18.— What is prob- 
ably the last week of the anthracite 
strike closed today without anything de- 
veloping to change the peaceful trend 
of events. It was a quiet day at head- 
quarters, and a busy ouo in the dis- 
trict and sub-district headquarters 
throughout the entire coal fields on ac- 
unt of the election of delegates to 
Monday's convention. All the "locals" 
•c met and selected their representa- 
tives to the Wilkesbarre gathering. Prob- 
ibly the most difficult question which 
will conic before tlie convention is the 
>no relative to strikers securing their 
lid places. Tho companies are on re- 
■ord us saying they will take care of all 
tho employees who have stood by them 
luring the strike. Many of tho miners 
vaut the convention to withhold acccpt- 
ince of the arbitration plan until the' 
mioii is assured that the strikers will 
be employed in their former places. This 
likely will cause a long debate, but the 
oillciuls of the union say tho matter 
will be lixed up satisfactorily to all. 

President Mitchell was asked tonight 
what he knew of tlie report published 
that .7. P. Morgan was going to inter- 
vene in the coal strike, and iu reply 
he said: 

"To my personal knowledge Mr. Mor- 
gan lias" been trying to settle the coal 
strike ever since be came back from 
Europe, two months ago. If others had 
been as fair and reasonable as Mr. 
Morgan has, the strike would have been 
settled ft long time ago. I know nothing 
about Mr. Morgan's financial interests 
compelling him to seek it settlement, but 
I am informed that he has keenly felt 
his responsibility to tlie public in connec- 
tion with the fuel famine, and has done 
his best to bring about the end. Mr. 
Morgan ami Mr. iCassatt, of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, were working for set- 
tlement when President Roosevelt made 
his last and successful movement. Mr. 
Moigtin could not very well be forced 
to do something which he had been try- 
ing to achieve for several weeks. I 
make this statement iu justice to Mr. 
aiorgan. We have had no quarrel with 
him, and we wish none. We do not fear 
him, but desire his friendship, if he is 
willing to give it to us. I urn creditably 
informed that he is friendly to organ- 
ized labor; as an organizer of capital, 
he concedes the right of labor to organize 
also. When labor organizations are 
fair and conservative, he believes 
dealing directly with them, for tho ad- 
vantage of employer and employees. It 
is tliis relationship which the United 
Mine Workers seek in the anthracite 
field, and we invite Mr. Morgan to co- 
operate with us in securing a perman- 
ent iiiid scientific solution of the labor 
problem in this region."

Latest Freak of Costly Fanatics 
Imported By Liberal 
Government.

Winnipeg, Man., Oct. 18.— The Tele- 
gram tonight publishes the following 
special despatch: 

"Yorkton, N. W. T., Oct. IS. — There 
is a strong rumor current here that un 
army of 1,000 Doukhobors is marching 
toward this place to demand food of the 
Dominion authorities. 

"A German merchant, who is com- 
pletely in touch with these people, cor- 
roborates this report, tho latest advice 
being to the effect that they camped on 
Thursday night at Devil's lake with 
the purpose of persuading the Doukho- 
bors of that district to join them. It is 
also said that they have threatened that 
if their demands are not complied with 
l hey will burn the town." 

"These reports are met with a con- 
siderable measure of incredulity, nnd it 
is_ thought that if the Doukhobors 
'Coxey's Army' i s really on the way, 
it is in connection with land trouWes, 
as there is some difficulty being experi- 
enced in persuading the people to go 
through the legal processes necessary to 
secure titles. 

"The Dominion Immigration Agent, 
Mr. Crearer, has received an intimation 
of the coming hordes, but he places its 
numerical strength at about 400, and 
anticipates no trouble. 



SIR WILFRID 

IS AT HOME 



Premier Gets a Magnificent 
Reception on His Return 
From London, 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, Oct. IS. — 'Sir Wilfrid Lnuriet 
got a magnificent reception ou his arrival 
here tonight. Despite the pouring rain, 
hundreds assembled at tlie station and 
cheered the Premier. The Mayor and 
City Council of Ottawa and Hull were 
present. Sir Wilfrid was conducted 
to the city hall, which was packed to 
the doors. Addresses were read from 
both cities. 

The Premier, in his reply, said that 
no matter what his- future lot .might be, 
Ottawa would be his home, and he hoped 
to do his utmost to add to the natural 
attraction of tho city. He had come 
back more of a Canadian than ever. 
He had returned to work to carry on the 
duties of prime minister. True, he had 
not been in good health in Europe, hut 
it was now pretty good, and he hoped 
ho would be equal to the tasks that lay 
before him «s leader of the government. 
He referred to the coronation of the 
iKing, and the deliberations of the con- 
ference -,of prime ministers, and said that 
shortly he hoped to discuss the questions 
on which they deliberated. Sir Wilfrid 
concluded by a brief address in French 
and with cheers for tho King and the 
Premier tho proceedings terminated, 

'Notwithstanding Sir Wilfrid Lauricr's 
assurances of good health, every per- 
son in the audience was struck with the 
marked change iu four months. Ho un- 
doubtedly is a very sick man. 



London, Oct. IS.— T. P. O'Connor, M. 
P., has written for the Associated 
Press these impressions of the scene 
caused by the Irish members la the 
House of Commons, on Thursday, and 
what lie believes the incident portends: 
"I have seen many strange and ex- 
iting scenes in the House of Commons, 
but that of Thursday was the most 
t range and most exciting. It deserves 
erious notice as a symptom of aud clue 
o the present political condition. John 
O'Donell, the chief character therein is 
the kind of man ono would expect 
to see figure in such n scene. 

'Of all the points of that terrible scene, 
for it was terrible, tho most remarkable 
wus the absolute helplessness, tho cowed 
inaction of tho Unionist majority, so 
dividend and harassed by the sense of 
their irresistible doom coming hourly 
upon their leaders that they cannot con- 
! their depression, and are impotent 
by panic, and. thovo was tlie other rea- 
that tho Bpectve of Island which, 
wns supposed to ha laid, had risen ftgaui, 
mora menacing than ever, and finally 
there was perhaps some sense of shame, 
at the feeling that this man, who was 
calling for the right to be heard ia the 
House of Commons, had been gagged in 
Ireland by systematic persecution. 

"This perhaps was why the minister- 
ialists sat cowed, helpless, and abashed 
at tho scene, one of the signs of some 
great coming change. It is impossible 
to foretell what it will be, but for a 
good reason Irishmen hope it may take 
the shape of a startling, gigantic sur- 
render. One of the most important por- 
tents is tlie eagerness of nine out of ten 
of the landlords who are wealthy with 
estates in England, and are therefore 
independent of Irish agitation, and be- 
cause they are, besides, politicians first 
and landlords afterwards. Every think- 
ing man, whether landluiu or ieuuni. be- 
lieves that two to three years purchase 
and a small grant from the Imperial 
exchequer are o.ll now standing between ' 
Ireland and a final settlement of the 
land question, and the re-conquest of the 
land by the Celts from the English •gar- 
rison. 

"Among those who think that a gigan- 
tic surrender is inevitable at an early 
day, is, I have reason to believe, the 
Irish chief secretary, iMr. Wyndham 
himself. He urged tho landlords to 
consent to a conference, even traveling 
long distances to their homes in order 
to put permanent pressure on them. He 
has already announced that there would 
be a bigger land bill next year, and I 
have heard he has said privately that 
coercion might be over in threo weeks 
in case of certain events, whereby I f 
understood that ho meant, if the land- 
lords and tenants agree on a common 
basis of settlement. In the meantime 
pressure on tho government is coming 
from various quarters. It is doubtful 
if the government can carry the Educa- 
tion biil without violent closure, which 
may lead to scenes inside the House by 
the English nonconformists, very like 
those caused by O'Donnell, so vehement 
in party passion and outside It may pro- 
duce outbreaks in England, also ou tho 
Irish pattern. 

"The attempt to force the Irish mem- 
bers into tlie ministerial lobby on tho 
Education bill ou the first 'night of tho 
session, when Mr. Balfour insulted Ire- 
land by refusing to give her a day to 
voice her wrongs, failed. To sum up, 
the Irish members feel that they have 
scored. Nobody has a good word to say 
for the maladroit tactics of Mr. Bal- 
four. The government is threatened 
from many quarters, and is divided, and 
is, 1 believe doomed, while Ireland has 
once more rushed into the foremost place 
in the great drama of British politics." 

U. S. IMMIGRATION. 

Russia, Italy and Austria-Hungary Fur- 
nishes Bulk. , 

Washington, D. C, Oct. 18.— The an- 
nul report of tlie commissioner of immi- 
gration was made public today. It 
shows that of tho &18.743 immigrants 
who arrived in tho United States dur- 
ing tho last fiscal year, 400,309 were 
males and 1S2.374 females. Of the en- 
tiro number of arrivals, Italy supplied 
1S7.335, on increase of 42,370 over tho 
number for 1001; Austria-Hungary 171,- 
DSO, an increase of 58,509, Russia 107,- 
347, an increase of 22,090. Most Euro- 
pean countries showed an increase, but 
there was a falling off ia the arrivals 
from Ireland, amounting to 1,423, the 
total from this country being 29,138. 
The figures concerning Asiatic immi- 
gration show a decrease from China of 
810. The total being 1,0-19, and am in- 
crease from Japan of 9,001. tho total 
being 14,270, or 70 per cent, of the en- 
tire number arriving, 102,188 wore un- 
able to write, but 74,803 wore under 14 
years of age. 



BLOODY BATTLE. 

Three Thousand Killed and Wounded 
in Revolutionist Defeat. 

Le Victoria, Venezuela, Oct. 18.— A 
messenger has arrived here from the 
scene of tlie engagement near this place 
between government troops and revolu- 
tionists, bringing news that after seven 
days of terrible fighting, 9,000 rebels, 
under General Mcndoza, had abandoned 
the field having retired from their last 
positions six miles from La Victoria, 
Friday night, retreating in tho direction 
of Villa DeCura.

During tlie last dnys 
of the lighting tlie temperature rose to 
1.10 degrees and a visitor to the scene 
of the engagement declares bo never 
saw such a terrible spectacle as was 
presented by the battlefield. 

Tlie victory of the government troops, 
which is said to bo due to the personal 
courage of President Castro, who twice, 
with a ma user rifle in his baud, charged 
at the head of his soldiers, is considerct! 
a set back for the cause of the revolu- 
tionists. A courier from Valencia, who 
arrived today, reports that up to yes- 
terday that town Was not in tho hands 
of the revolutionists.

"THIEVES AND ROBBERS." 

Herr Stadthagen Called Names and 
Raised a Row. 

Berlin. Oct. IS— During the debnte on 
the tariff bill in the Reichstag today, 
Baron Von Wnngeuham, of the Far- 
mer's uniou, after stating that Chan- 
cellor Von Bulow's speech on Thursday 
destroyed all chance of the bill passing, 
caused a scene of excitement and a great 
uproar by declaring that if the govern- 
ment continued to pursue the policy of 
tho Caprivi era, they were themselves 
sawing off the branch on which the 
monarchy rested. 

Dr. A. Buchenberger, minister of 
finance of tho Grand Duchey of Baden; 
Herr IDzienibowski Pomaiu, represent- 
ing the Polish party, and Herr Gaobol. 
the German Social 'Reform party, alt 
advocated a compromise, based on tho 
government bill. 

Another scene of excitement was pre- 
cipitated by Herr Stadthagen, Socialist 
Democrat, who violently attacked tlie 
supporters of Baron Von Wangenhein, 
i he Agrarian leader, characterizing them 
all as "Thieves and robbers." He was 
called to order mid tho debate was ad- 
journed to Monday. 

Summing up the situation, it may be 
sr.id that the threo days discussion of 
the bill in tho Reichstag has rendered 
the passage of the bill more improbable, 
than evev. Chancellor von 'Bulow's 
speech announcing the compromising at- 
titude of tho ministers, is regarded as 
equivalent to being the death-blow for 
tho 'bill. Present appearances indicate 
that the measure will he defeated by 
an enormous majority.

.Excuse For Disappearing From New 
York. 

New York, Out. IS. — Dr. "Wm. H. 
'Bates| a well known New York physi- 
cian, who disappeared ou 'August 30 
last leaving- no trace, has been found 
in London, says a despatch from that 
"city to the New York American. His 
-wife, who had instituted a world-wide 
-search, -saw the doctor as he emerged 
from Charing Cross hospital. In ex- 
planation of Ii is remarkable disappear- 
ance, Dr. Bates, who had been engaged 
in a tennis tournament at Newport, and 
had returned to his otlice here to attend 
to some matters, told his wife that he 
fhad been called to perform two opera- 
tions, and left his oilice carrying his in- 
struments.

TRAINING SCHOOL 



Prof. Robertson to Confer With 
Educational Authorities 
on Their Continuance. 



ST. VrXCBNT DEVASTATED. 

Volcano Has Destroyed Large Areas of 
, Crops. 

TCingstown, St. Vincent, B. "W. I., Oct. 
18. — The eruption of the Soufriere vol- 
cano on October 15 and 10 — the fourth 
terrific outbreak since the catastrophe of 
May 7 — has plunged the colony into 
deeper distress than before existed, crip- 
pling its agricultural resources by fur- 
ther devastating the arrowroot fields and 
•completely destroying wide areas of 
growing crops pn land, which had been 
considered outside the volcanic zone. On 
these lands thousands of young coffee 
and other plants were buried under a 
mass of sand, which, while hot, fell in 
the windward district, pn the morning of 
•October 10. Even the Mesopotamia Val- 
ley, an ideal garden of tropical vegeta- 
tion, although 12 miles from the vol- 
cano's crater, is burned with sand in 
some places -six inch"-* deep, and the 
lands to the eastward, bordering on the 
previously devastated area, are covered 
to a depth of nine inches. Travel on all 
roads in the windward district — the only 
means of communication between 
'Georgetown and this city — has been ren- 
dered extremely difficult. 

ILavge numbers of refugees and other 
persons left Georgetown for Kingstown, 
a distance of 20 miles, ou October 10, 
anil many of them failed on the way 
from hunger and thirst and fatigue, en- 
gendered by trudging through the hot 
sands. A number of nnimals oyer, broke 
down under the strain of the journey.

'Professor Itobertsuu, administrator of 
the McDonald Manual Training fund, 
will arrive in the city tonight to confer 
with the school authorities as 10 the con- 
tinuance of the manual training system 
111 the public schools,, 

in .November, l'JUO, Professor Robert 
son visited Victoria and laid Sir William 
McDonald's generous offer of the es- 
j tablisutnent of manual training classes 
■ in the public schools of the city before 
! the School Board. A special meeting of 
I the trustees was held, at "which Prof, 
I Robertson explained the objects of his 
I mission, and presented his proposal, 
which was unanimously and thankfully 
accepted by the trustees. 

The proposal, wliicu was reduced to a 
formal written agreement, executed by 
Prof. Robertson, for Sir Wm. McDon- 
ald, and the chairman and secretary, 
for the School Board, jirovided for the 
establishment in the public schools of 
V ictoria, three "centres," one double and 
one single. A "centre" is a class of 20 
boys, who are given three hours' < in- 
struction once a week for three years. 
A double centre provides for -10 boys, so 
that those of Victoria would provide for 
0U boys. Classes are held every school 
day in the forenoon and afternoon; one 
set of 20 boys gets its instruction in the 
forenoon and another in the afternoon, 
so that -10 boys are taught every day in 
each "centre." This would enable 000 
boys to take the course in Victoria. The 
teachers were chosen from the best class 
in England and the United SU.ies, and 
besides training the boys, wer-a to in- 
struct local teachers so that these inig.'.t 
qualify and take up the wor k as the sys- 
tem > '"d 

Sir William McDonald agreed to equip 
these centres and supply the teachers 
for three years, the School Board pro- 
viding tile class rooms, janitors and 
heating. At the end of the three years' 
term the advisability of continuing the 
system was to rest with the trustees, but 
in the meantime Sir Win. McDonald 
hoped that its importance as a branch 
of praotioal education would so com 
mend it that the deportments of educa- 
tion of the various piovinces would adopt 
manual training and maintain it at their 
own expense. In that event it is gen- 
erally understood that Sir William will 
bo prepared to fun'ftv the good work 
which ho had initiated by a further 
generous endowment, 

The manual training classes have been 
maintained in Victoria for nearly two 
years with valuable results. Between 
400 and 000 boys hnve attended them 
and derived much benefit, for manual 
training is really the training of the 
hand and eye, the cultivation of the fac- 
ulties of observation and constructive- 
ness, teaching the hand to work in uni- 
son with the brain deftly and effectively. 
The intioduction of manual training iii 
ithe schools has not entailed the impos- 
ing of additional work tywii the scholars; 
it has proved more in the nature of a' 
mental relaxation to minds over-burden- 
ed with the multiplicity of text books 

The existing contract- or agreement 
will not expire until next year," but Sir 
William McDonald is. anxious to ascer- 
tain the results of his experiment in 
this province, as compared with Eastern 
Canada, where it lias proved most suc- 
cessful, and to ascertain if the school 
authorities are prepared to continue the 
system as a provincial or local institu- 
tion. Prof. Robertson will wait on the 
Minister of Education and the School 
Irus-tees early in the week, and make 
known to them Sir Willinm McDonald's 
proposals as to the perpetuation of 
manna, training as a branch of public 
school education.

Daniel .1. Keefe, president of the In- 
ternational 'Longshoremen, Marine and 
Transport Workers' association, is in the 
city paying a fraternal visit to the local 
union. Mr. Keefe "was in Portland last 
week, where a convention of delegates 
from the different locals of the Interna- 
tional union from San Diego to Nome 
was held. 

The main work of the convention was 
to perfect plans for the establishment 
of an organization whereby coast unions 
will be in a better position to take united 
action and secure recognition and ufake 
the conditions of marine workers on the 
Const as uniform as local conditions will 
permit. 

Mr. Keefe is one of the foremost labor 
leaders on the continent. He is n 
brawny man of medium height; speaks 
rather slowly, perhaps due to a habit 
of analysing his words before uttering 
them, He appears to view everything 
from ti business standpoint, and has very 
little or no sentiment in his make up. 
He is absolutely opposed to strikes, and 
especially those of a sympathetic charac- 
ter. No strike, in his opinion, should 
bo inaugurated before every effort has 
been made for a settlement by means of 
conciliation and arbitration. To the pur- 
suance of a policy of conciliation, Mr. 
Keefe attributes much of the success of 
the organization of which he is presi- 
dent, including as it dies marine and 
transport workers all over the continent. 
It is uow proposed to extend the organi- 
zation by admitting to membership rail- 
way freight handlers and marine pack- 
age freight handlers. Negotiations for 
an alliance with the dockers unions of 
Croat Britain, and through the latter 
with the marine workers of other Euro- 
pean countries are now in progress. 

Mr. Keefe, questioned about the i»res- 
ent strike nf the coal miners of Pennsyl- 
vania, expressed the opinion that the 
strike was Hearing an end, and read tho 
following telegram from President Mit- 
chell received by him: 

"Will recommend to the convention 
that grievances be submitted to commis- 
sion appointed by President -Roosevelt 
Extend fraternal greetings to trade- 
unionists of British Columbia. 

"JOHN MITCHELL." 

Mr. Keefe on different occasions rep- 
resented the coal miners of Pennsyl- 
vania, and spoke of the causes leading 
up to the present strike in these words: 

"Previous to tho inauguration of the 
strike the miners made an effort to bring 
about a conference with the operators 
for the purpose of regulating a wage 
scale and other conditions. The operu- 
tors took the position that there was 
no question to be considered. That they 
alone understood the miners' condition 
and would regulate them as they thought 
was best for the minors. After several 
efforts on the part of the miners' organi- 
zation, with the assistance of the Civic 
Federation, to bring about a conference 
between the mine-workers and the op- 
erators without avail, the operators re- 
fusing to recognize the miners, it was 
decided to call a delegate convention 
to consider the advisability of inaugurat- 
ing a strike. By unanimous vote the 
convention decided that recognition of 
their demands would only be brought 
about through that means. After the 
strike was declared many public men, 
with the co-operation of the American 
Federation of Labor and kindred organi- 
zations, tried to prevail on the coal op- 
erators to treat with their employees, 
but without avail. The result was that 
the strike has continued for over five 
months resulting in a shortage of coal, 
which has compelled working people to 
purchase bituminous coal at an advance 
of from 40 to 100 -per cent., and anthra- 
n-te coal as high as $24 a ton. 

_ Among Nome of the grievances the 
miners wish to adjust, is to establish 
an 8-hour day, which now prevails in 
nil the bituminous fields; also to pur- 
chase- powder at its actual cost, vary- 
ing from Sac. to $1.25 a keg. At present 
the Winers are obliged to pay from S2 
to vs...., ,1 keg, and must purchase from 
the operators. 

"The truck system is still in existence 
at some „f the mines. The Miners' union 
want this system abolished. 

'The miner frequently in loading his 
con gets more 01- less worthless matter 
such as stone and iron in his car. Whet! 
the car is examined, if this substance is 
discovered the miner must forfeit the 
entire car, amount in some instances to 
Ids dnys work. 

. "The average earnings of the miners 
"Jta anthracite fields is a trifle over 
SJ.S0 a year. 

"The position taken by 'Mr. /Mitchell 
and his colleagues is an absolutely fair 
one, nnd m submitting the entire con- 
troversy t„ i!

strated that they are pot only fair bet, 
that they are willing to submit their 
differences to any fair committee and* 
ahhlo bv its .finding."

5^ti rece .^ u >:, tl10 Council of (the Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria, signed by 
more than .three-fourths of the occupiers 
of shops within the municipality 'belonging 
to the class of Retail Grocers for the early 
closing of the same as hereinafter deter- 
mined. 

And whereas, under the ".Shops Regula- 
tion Act, 1000," the Council of the Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria is empow- 
ered upon receiving an application so 
signed to pass the by-law In manner here- 
inafter appearing: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
f orporatlon of the City of Victoria enacts 
as follows: 

1. At the expiration of ten days from 
ibe day of the tlnal passing of this by- 
law all shops of the class of Retail Groce'»« 
within the 'Municipality of tho City of Vic- 
toria shall be. and each of them' shall bo 
and remain closed on each nnd every day 
'between six-thirty of the clock In tho 
evening of each day nnd «lvo of the clock 
in the forenoon of the next following day, 
with the following exceptions: On Satur- 
days, and during the last 'eighteen days In 
December, and also the days Immediately 
preceding the following days, namely: New 
Year's TMy, Good Friday, the 21th May of 
May. Dominion Dav. Labor Day and 
Thanksgiving Day, and other public holi- 
days. 

2. No Retail Grocer shall keep open his 
shops during the hours prohibited by the 
provisions of this bv-law. 

3. This by-law shall take effect on the 
tenth day succeeding the day of the final' 
passing of this by-law. 

4. This By-law shall he published In 
manner following hy a copy of the \ snld 
By-law being advertised at the expense of 
Ihe applicants In three consecutive Issii'-s 
of two dnllv papers published In Victoria. 

5. This By-law may for' all purposes he

By-law, 1002."

THE SEWERAGE SYSTEM. 

Mr. .Barnard's proposal for dealing 
with the question of completing the sew- 
erage system throughout the city comes 
up in the council tomorrow evening.

Personal Characteristics of the 
Late Sir John Bourinot 
Described. 



The following sketch of the late Sir 
John Bourinot appeared last winter in a 
Toronto newspaper.

"There were great men before Aga- 
memnon, and great men after him, but 
what will this country do when Sir 
John Bourinot passes to that bourne 
where everything is- managed smoothly 
without parliamentary procedure ? Some- 
where or other in this vast Dominion 
there should hp a young man training 
for 'Bouriuot's sln.es. They are hard 
shoes to till. The wearer must have 
parliamentary lore, constitutional law, 
historical research, antiquarian zest, 
courtliness, certainty, and a full measure 
of dignity. lie must know his book to j 
the last infinitesimal sub-seetion of if' 
sub-section. He must he ready to apply] 
<>n the instant the , exact information 
that settles a knotty question, die must 
keep a cool head. His duty being to 
smooth the troubled waters, liis cruse of 
oil. like the widow's, must never run 
dry. As clerk of the House of Com- 
mons, Sir John has built up a tradition 
of office which his successor will find 
hard to sustain. 



"To see Bourinot at work is a con- 
tinual feast The bouse has opened. 
There he sits in his massive chair, on 
the table u studious litter of papers, a 
few calf-bound volumes, opened learn- 
edly. These be the law and the 
prophets of parliament, the holy writ of 
procedure, book-marked at the lesson of 
the day. The green baize table carries 
one of these pagoda calendars. At the 
far end rtqioses the mace. To Bourinot's 
right is his deputy — a stocky little 
Frenchman, who does the vocal part of 
his business. ' When shall this hill he 
read a second time?' intones .La Plante. 
No one would expect Bourinot to ask 
such a question. For doesn't he know 
1 beforehand'.'' It is his role to sit there 
at the head of the table, surrounded by 
the emblems of temporal majesty and 
in confer by his presence a dignity mi 
ihi.se emblems which intrinsically they 
ii.. not possess.

Ho is jotting down 
memoranda on a paper clip, he is ar- 
niiigiiig motions and petitions, his fin- 
gers and his pencil are Hying at a rate 
that makes even a Hansard man gajip 
tor breath. It is a marvel that a man 
can he s,, busy and so stately at the 
same time. Under all this hurry and 
hustle lies a method so deliberate, a (le-

; ror pause. Bourinot, performing the 
: duties of his ofllce, is simply lightning 
work under well-contrived rules and 
leirultitions.

TO SOUTH Al'TMCA. 

The First Steamer From Montreal 
Has Full Cargo. 

On the ISth of this month, says the 
Montreal Star, the Allan Eine steam- 
ship Ontarian will sail direct from 
.Montreal to South Africa, being tho 
first, vessel to sail under the arrange- 
ment made between the Allans, Elifer- 
Dempster and Furness lines and the 
Canadian government. 

Space on the Ontarian has been very 
generously' bespoken, nnd when the ves- 
sel sails she will have a large and 
valuable cargo under her hatches. 

In the Ontarian's refrigerator will be 
butter, while hay, flour, beans, peas, 
deals, dressed poultry and canned goods 
are being put on board in generous 
proportions. The cargo will amount to 
about (1,000 tons measurement, the skip 
being filled throughout. 

The Ontarian, which is under the 
command of Cnpt. Gamble, is expected 
to make the journey from. Montreal to 
'Capetown in about 28 days. Erom this 
l»ort she will go to Port Elizabeth ami 
Durban, and thence back 'to Canada 
direct. On the way out the Ontarian 
will' coal at St. Vincent. 

The ship to follow the Ontarian will 
he the Elder-Dempster Line steamship 
.Melville, sailing from Montreal on No- 
vember IS. The Furness Eine steam- 
ship Oriana will be the third vessel to 
make tho journey in this service, sailing 
from Halifax and .St. John. Her sail- 
ing date is December IS. It is expect- 
ed that the steamships on their return 
trips to Canada will bring back some, 
cargo, consisting chiefly of wool. Con- 
siderable South African wool has al. 
different times come to Canada by way 
of England, 

Mr. W. W. Moore has reported to the 
Canadian department of agriculture onj 
his mission to South Africa. He says: 

Tin' colony of Natal, of which Durban 
is the chief city ami port, requires annu- 
ally $1,123,435 worth of illour, which is 
admitted free of duty; and as the Jirst 
consignment of Canadian Hour proved 
satisfactory in every respect, the dealers 
being ho pleased with the quality that 
they despatched repeat orders, here is~a 
commodity for which a stable demand 
exists. They require a hard spring 
wheat Hour, and Canadian products will 
get the preference over those of other 
countries. 

Natal consumes $100.3(30 worth of 
imported cheese, .Canadian eheddars 
meeting n ready sale. The 70-pouird 
cheese will do fur Durban town trade, 
but the country trade can only be com- 
manded! when each cheese does not ex- 
ceed HO pounds in weight. 

The same colony requires $435,710 
worth of butter per annum. The 50- 
pouud box will do for the local trade of 
Durban; but the interior trade will 
onl;y touch tinned butter put up in one, 
two or five-pound tins respectively. 
There is an import duty of six cents per 
pound on both cheese and. butter. 

On bacon and hams the import duty 
is four cents per pound, and $145,515 
worth are required annually. Hitherto 
Canadian goods have been purchased 1 in! 
London and Liverpool and thence 
shipped to the colony. Mr. Moore was 
informed by several grocers that Cflnn- 
dian bacon was the best on the Durban 
market, and it is preferred oyer all 
other kinds. ~n 

Cape Colony, of which Capetown, 
East. London ami Port Elizabeth are 
the distributing centres, the latter for 
the Orange River Colony, the Trans- 
vaal and the northern part of Cape, 
Colony, requires at least $4,185,070 
worth of wheat .a year, the duty otu 
wheat being 50 cents per hundred- 
weight.

.'V few of the many other products 
required which Canada can supply are 
Iiotatoes, dried and tinned fruits, canned 
meats, .frozen and chilled meats, rolled 
oals, condensed milk, split peas and 
beans, tinned vegetables, 'British Colum- 
bia tinned salmon, and jams; and in 
industrial products all kinds of manu- 
factured articles. 

'So much for the articles that must 
encounter competitive prices. iln the 
past "price" rather than "quality" has 
ruled in South Africa; but this mainly 
applied to the up-country trade, because 
in the towns the well-to-do class want 
and must have a good article, price 
being a secondary consideration. But 
this feature of South African trade will 
no doubt become less prominent ns the 
interior becomes more thickly .settled 
and its inhabitants more prosperous.

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Game of Chess In Talmud and Jewish Literature. 



Rabbi Montague N. A. Cohen. 



AT last 'l-i I satisfy the curiosity of 
a chess worthy of tliis city who 
una repeatedly asked me for 
information regarding tins game 
contained iu the Talmud and other 
rabbinical compilations. In acceding to 
his request 1 must point out that owing 
to the bulky character of Jewish litera- 
ture, as of all other Oriental literatures, 
and owing also to my scanty knowledge 
of the same, n deal of my information 
is only second-hand. And even this has 
its merits. 1 shall give my sources in 
brackets, following out the advice of a 
Midroshlc rabbi: "Who quotes a re- 
mark in the name of the author thereof, 
briims redemption to the world." 

I remember well that an old and 
respected preceptor of mine once desig- 
nated the gtuue of chess "A Royal 
Dainty*' (Gen. 49:201. and such indeed 
it is. ' The game is in truth a scientific 
pastime of a most entertaining charac- 
ter. It concentrates and exercises the 
logical faculties and affords a test of 
mental skill free from the elements of 
chance. One has called it "the art of 
human reason." Such was its remark- 
able character that the greatest men of 
all ages bestowed upon it untold praise. 
Goethe described it ns the "touchstone 
of tho human brain." AYo know little 
concerning the early history of the game 
or how and when it was introduced into 
Europe. There can be no doubt that it 
is of Oriental origin. Dr. Forbes, an 
eminent authority, is of opinion that the 
(Byzantines received the game of chess 
'from the Persians about the beginning 
of the seventh century, and that it was 
communicated to some central parts of 
Europe from Constantinople, and from 



Spain in the next century. Wo hnvo 
information to the effect that the Egyp- 
tians played several games on chequered 
boards with pieces of different powers, 
-but they were not strictly chess. In the 
funeral pageants of Queen [sy em Kheb 
and of Queen Tiliti (1430 B.C.) the 
squares of the ornamentation were nlter- 
jiately pink and green. For further in- 
formation concerning this consult Wilkin- 
son's "Ancient Egyptians." 

I asset ted that the game is mentioned 
in the Talmud. This is a mere conjec- 
ture. In the Tractates there is a dis- 
puted term which may refer to choss or 
not. One of our most eminent authori- 
ties, Rashi, the Prince of Commentators, 
the great Franco-Jewish scholar of the 
eleventh century, explains tho Talutud- 
ical term, "Nar-de-shir," to be identical 
with chess. Be- that as it may, I have 
tho ready evidence of Prof. Abrahams 
(reader in Kabbinic, Cambridge Univer- 
sity, England), in bis valuable work, 
"Jewish Life in the -Middle Ages," that 
in the twelfth century the game was a 
well-known Jewish pastime. It entered 
Jewish circles as a women's game, and 
was only played on festivals. Later the 
Jewish men played it, and we find that 
in the sixteenth century silver chessmen 
■were used on the Sabbath in order to 
mark the honor of the occasion. This, 
not being a game of chance, but rather 
of sk 11, was allowed to be played on the 
'Sabbath. We find no voice uiised 
against tho game as a pastime until the 
seventeenth century. Maimonidos, the 
Spanish-Jewish physician and philoso- 
pher of the twelfth and thirteenth cen- 
turies, is sometimes quoted as an oppon- 
ent of chess. In a note Prof. Abra-

He is 
below the average height, but his dlminu 
five stature is forgotten .when he speaks 
His -words are incisive, his articulation 
perfect and pleasant, even musical. His 
vocabulary equals that of any polished 
professional man. He avoids all jkisI 
five statements, and, when addressed 
listens with the closest attention. 
Though during the past thirty days h 
has been the most prominent figure ii 
the United States, little is known of hi 
history. He is ;!4 years old and "was 
[horn In Braidwood, 11!., a little mining 
town. His father was a miner in the 
(bituminous coal fields of Illinois. He 
Went to the public schools until his 
fifteenth year, when he began working 
in the mines as a miners' helper. He 
was married shortly after ho attained 
his majority, and settled down at Spring 
Valley, 111., where Ins wife and four sur- 
viving children still reside. One of his 
children died. He was always a uuioo 
miner, ns was his father. He began to 
be prominent in the United Mine Work- 
ers of America in ISO", when die was 
elected national organizer. In the fol- 
lowing vear he was elected national vice- 
president. In October, 1S9S, when the 
president of the United Mine Workers 
was given a place o:>. the Labor Com- 
mission by President MeKinloy. John 
Mitchell became the acting national 
president. In 1S99 he was elected 
national president, and each year since 
that date he has been honored by re- 
election. Mitchell's forefathers wore 
Scorch Presbyterians: his wife, how- 
ever, is a Roman Catholic.
